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REPORT OF THE PROVIDENCE SCHOOL COMMITTEE.

| To THE YEARLY MEETING: ; 
| The Committee in charge of the Providence School present the Seventy- 

; seventh Annual Report with the grateful acknowledgement that, as in the past, 
so in the present, the gracious care of our Heavenly Father has been abun- 
dantly manifest, so that we can report that the religious and educational progress 
and advancement of the schoul has continued, as in former years, to our great 
satisfaction. The religious meetings of the students have been constantly at- 
tended and participated in by the officers and the family in great unity of pur- 
pose, and with unusual success. The morning meetings on First and Fourth days 
have been constant seasons of blessing to the family. 

There has been a large expenditure cf money this year upon the heating, 
lighting and ventilation of the buildings, which has been desired for many years. 
The advantages of this improvement cannot be over-estimated. In the first 
place, one single fire in a remote power house takes the place of more than | 
twenty fires in the buildings, each of which was liable to be the means of setting 
on fire the whole establishment. Second: The buildings have never heretofore 
‘ been properly heated, and we have lost many children on that account, who 

would have coine to us and were particularly desirable. Third: The electric 
light is the best for purposes of study when it is perfectly steady, as it is at the 
school. It relieves the premises also from another danger, by fire, in the disuse 
of friction matches all over the buildings. Fourth: Both gas ‘and oil lamps 
vitiate the air, which is avoided by this improvement, Thus does this manner 
| of lighting greatly aid the ventilation of the rooms throughout the house. 
| 
| 


But, by the addition of forced-air ventilation we have reached very nearly idea 
perfection in this matter, so far as known to the present generation. We are 
informed that at Friends’ School the first room was lighted by illuminating gas in 
the City of Providence, and also‘that it was the first school to use the electric 
| light, though our machinery was at first imperfect. 
The general health of the school has been most excellent, with the exception 
’ of a few cases of measles, which were soon removed and the spread:of the | 
disease prevented. 

The financial depression in the country is deeply felt at the school. The com- 
petition which exists in New England, between the public and private schools, is 
most intense, when money is not easily obtained and business is dull. It is a 
time when Friends, as far as possible, ought to be encouraged to support their \ 
denominational schools. They are noble endowments, which cannot live with- 
out patronage. If Friends know of parents who are in search of a school, they 

can render a great service by calling the attention of such parents to the schools 
of the Society, or the attention of the principals of the schools to such persons 
or parents.

Some important improvements have been made. A sabstitite for a gymnasium 
has been constructed under the boys’ school room, in the basement, Extensive 
changes also have been made in the boys’ apartments, greatly contributing to their 
comfort. The roof over the boys’ school room has been re-slated, in part, there 
having been a defect amounting to decay in the former slates. The girls’ grove 
has received a careful grading, and has been greatly improved by the introduction 
of a wide concrete walk which surrounds most of it, and is used both for bicycles 
and for walks abroad, particularly when the ground is damp or snow would other- 
wise hinder walking in the open air. The need of a gymnasium at Friends 
School constantly appeals to the benevolent friends of the Institution everywhere. 

A new street across the land north of the boys’ grove, being an extension of 
Olney Street to Arlington Street, has been accepted by the city and is soon to be 
constructed. This will open to the public valuable building lots on property now 
taxed. 

In conclusion we are convinced that one of the most important educational 
forces in Boarding Schools is a strong public sentiment, a dominant public 
opinion which always may be trusted to make for righteousness. The neglected 
child, disobedient and wayward, is caught up by its current and guided in the 
way of duty by an irresistible influence. We regard this as one of the greatest 
advantages of Friends School. This with able teachers and sound learning 
cannot fail to produce the best results in education. But no school can be 
successful which does not make the religion of the Lord Jesus Christ fundamental 
in its work, because Christianity is at the foundation of all true culture.

The Sixth 
Quinquennial Educational Conference of the Society of Friends in 
America was held at the School-house, Sixth Month 28th to the 3oth, | 
1899. Able and instructive addresses were delivered and essays read, | 
upon educational topics which more particularly concern the Society of 
Friends.

Report of Providence Boarding School Committee. 


To THE YEARLY MEETING: 


Dear Friends —The Committee in charge of the Providence Board- 
ing School present this their eighty-third annual report. 

The health of the school during the year has been excellent. We 
have concluded hereafter to allow visiting at home once in two months, 
instead of once in each month as heretofore. This we think will be a 
positive advantage to the whole school and its work. 

The religious interest has been well maintained, particularly on the 
girls’ side. There has been constantly throughout the School a reverence 
for religious things, and a depth of silent waiting, which has carried its 
own evidence to all persons. The public utterances on the boys’ side of 
the house have not been as frequent.as in some other years. 

The advanced standards in education have been fully sustained. We 
are deeply impressed by the recent decease of two of our efficient teachers 
who each contributed much towards progress in scholarship in the School, 
John Myron Potter, teacher of mathematics from 1874 to 1885 and Frederick 
N. Howard, teacher of Greek and Latin from 1889 to 1892. 

We are much gratified to be able to announce that the sum of $1500 
for a new gymnasium has been guaranteed and that it is now quite certain 
that the building will be constructed during the summer and be ready for 
use next autumn. It is very desirable, however, that a further sum be 
subscribed to complete the building. 

Considerable land has been sold during the year, and more will no 
doubt very soon find a market. This land sold does not include the 
school premises proper or the groves and play-grounds. It is remote 
territory of pasture and field, which is being surrounded by the city, and 
as it is taxed must soon be too expensive for us to hold for school pur- 
poses. The money received from the sale of real estate has been added 
to the permanent funds of the Institution. It is inevitable that our farm- 
ing operations will soon be abridged by city ordinances.

In addition to 
this there were some $8,450 of the funds wrapped up in unfortunate in- 
vestments. In order to liquidate the debt the committee decided to 
dispose of the depreciated securities, at a sacrifice, and such others as were 
needful to meet present demands./ This has reduced the endowment of 


the school to the three scholarship/funds amounting to about $8,100. In 


view of this and the impossibility of running a creditable school on our 
available resources, the committee recommends that the Yearly Meeting

The health of the school has been very good, excepting a severe attad 
of measles, which spread far and wide, creating disturbance and anxiet 
So subtle is this disease that it had been disseminated before it was know 
to be present. We are thankful that there were no fatal cases. 

We are pleased to report that the religious interest in the school ha

better life a large share of the household. The teachers and officers are 
thoroughly engaged in this excellent and successful work. This is cause 
for real encouragement and thanksgiving. It is a permanent and substan- 
tial advance. 

The new gymnasium is nearly completed. The building is in all respects 
creditable. Itis expected to contribute very much to the usefulness and 
popularity of the school. Ten thousand, three hundred and sixty-eight 
»dollars have been paid in of the subscription. The balance of the 
$15,000 subscribed and guaranteed will be necessary for the completion of 
the building. 

The sewer, the plumbing, arrangements for heating and lighting, fur- 
nishing the gymnasium, and grading the grounds will require at least 
$5,000 additional. 

For various causes the school has been smaller than usual. We firmly 
expect a much larger school.in the near future. It has been the purpose 
of the management to deserve patronage by faithfulness with smaller 
numbers and by increasing the attractions and useful equipments of the 
school. The advanced standards of education have been fully sustained. 

On First Month 25th, 1903, Alfred H. Smiley passed away in the 75th 
year of his age. From 1860 to 1869 he was associate principal of this 
» school,,and on several occasions during the next ten years he returned to 
assist his brother, Albert K. Smiley, in its management. To those who 
were favored to sit as students in his class room he was an inspiration to 
live for high and noble ends, to be true to the loftiest ideals of moral char- 
acter and of right living. Whatever of talent or mental training he pos- 
sessed he held in trust for the service of his fellow men. 

We have to note with sorrow the loss during this school year of three 
most highly esteemed-and efficient members of our committee. 

Rachel S. Howland died Eighth Month 13th, 1902, in the 87th year of 
her age. She was first appointed on the committee in 1844, and con- 
tinued, except at brief intervals, to serve in that capacity to the end of her 
days. Her purifying and ennobling influence upon two generations of 
our school and Society has our sincere and grateful recognition. 

Gulielma C. Wood died Eighth Month 21st, 1902, in the 52nd year of 
)her age. She had served on the committee since 1898. Her experience in 
educational matters and in earnest human life, with rare gifts of intellect 
and heart gave promise of great usefulness to the school and Society. 

Samuel R. Buffinton died Fourth Month 11th, 1903, aged 80 years. 
He had been a member of this committee since 1875, more than a quarter 
of a century; his earnest, faithful efforts in behalf of the Church and of 
the school have deeply impressed his associates with his genuine worth 
and singleness of purpose. 

We profoundly esteem the memory of these Friends and ardently appre- 
ciate the worth we have lost.

The Committee Having Charge of the Moses Brown School 
Present the Eighty-Sixth Annual Report. 


We have held stated meetings, at which a large proportion of our 


number has been present. And at such meetings sub-committees 


have been appointed for the more immediate care of the school 
during the interim, so the General Committee has been kept informed 
of the progress of the school and the affairs of the institution. 


We feel that the year has been successful in all that concerns the 
vital interests of the school. The health of the students has been 
unusually good. 

The religious life has been sound and wholesome. ‘The short 
devotional exercises, held in the middle of the forenoon, and 
attended by the whole upper school, teachers and pupils, have been 
profitable occasions. 


The students have conducted their midweek meetings the same as 
in former years, excepting that the older boys and younger boys 
hold their meetings on different evenings. 

A real missionary spirit also prevails in the school. The boys 
and girls make liberal contributions annually for mission work. 

The Young Men’s Christian Association work has been beneficial 
to the school. A delegation of eight young men attended the inter- 
state convention of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, held at 
Worcester. <A similar delegation will probably attend the summer 
conference at Northfield. 

In the admission of applicants to the school great care has been 
exercised to exclude those whose influence seemed likely to be hurt- 
ful. This action has resulted in creating a fine moral tone, and 
school spirit unusually harmonious. 

The whole school has been divided into two departments; the 
upper school and lower school, each covering a period of five years. 
A very large per cent. of the pupils in the upper school are regularly 
on the course. We believe that the quality of the work done during 
the year reflects great credit on the teachers, and promises still better 
for the future. 

A building for the use of the lower school has been erected and 
was occupied for the first time 2d Mo. 20th. Until that time the 
school was held in the Library and Alumni Hall. This building con- 
nects with the west wing at the southwest corner, and contains four 
very pleasant schoo] rooms, two on each floor, designed to accommo- 
date twenty-five pupils each. There are also recitation rooms, cloak 
rooms, lavatories and the equipment required for primary and inter- 
mediate work. This school has had during the year an average 
attendance of forty-eight, twelve of them boarders. This large 
number, quite beyond what was expected, fully justifies the erection 
of the building.

| A mong the various improvements that have been made, the most 
important is the extension of the Blower System of heating and 
ventilation to the entire west and north wings. All the class rooms, 
dormitories and boys’ school room are now included in this system. 
Three steam engines, for driving the blowers in different parts of the 
building have been replaced by electric motors, resulting in economy 
| and efficieney of operation. 

The girls’ dormitories have been renovated and made more attract- 
ive. A number of other improvements have been made which add 
| much in the way of attractiveness, comfort and efficiency. A large 
| part of the plumbing in the west wing has been renewed. 

A private fire alarm box has been installed for greater security of 
person and property. 

One of the most gratifying improvements is the new steel ceiling 
|in Alumni Hall and Library, together with the repainting of walls 
and refinishing of woodwork. This improvement was made possible 
by the generous contribution of some of the Friends attending the 
last yearly meeting. 

In spite of the large outlay for building and improvements, the 
wants and needs of the school are by no means satisfied. 

It is gratifying to note that the financial report for the, current 
year ending 6th Mo. 30th, will show total receipts somewhat larger, 
and running expenses somewhat smaller than for the previous year. 

When we consider the growing demands made upon educational 
institutions, for better equipment and facilities, the increased cost 
of living, the constantly rising rate of wages, salaries and all other 
items that enter into running expenses, it is evident that a school of 
high character can only be maintained by a constantly increasing 
expenditure. oe 

We must expect, therefore, from year to year, greater expenses, 
which must be met by greater income. Greater income can be 
secured only from increased patronage or from increased charges. 


Increased patronage can be looked for in the long run only from 
the maintenance of a school of a character to invite and compel it. 


We wish to call the attention of the alumni and friends of the 
school to the great advantage of endowments. In the final disposi- 
tion of your property do not forget this school. The income from 
endowments will benefit students long after we have been forgotten. 


The average number of pupils in the school during the year has 
been 175, 100 boarders and 75 day scholars. 117 of these were new 
pupils, only 58 of those previously in the school having returned. 

During the year the students have started a monthly paper, called 
the Delphian. This publication covers all the phases of school life, 
and should be sustained by the Alumni.

It gives me pleasure to report that tne present 
school year promises to close even more prosperously than it 
beZzan. In every, important direction the character of the 
school has boon ee tained. while in several respects a marked 
improvement is shown.

, In point of numbers we have at present 180, thirteen 
. more than at tae beginning of the year, and two more than at 
a the last report. It is a striking fact that the additions an 
during the year have been to the Lower School rather than to 
£ the Upper. Many of the older applicants are not desirable, 
) and eannot be properly admitted. This remark applies with 
less force to applications received during the summer. 
It appears at present that the receipts for the 
year will be slightly larger than last year, and that the 
expenditures also will be somewhat increased. This increase 
in expenditures was anticipated in my report of a year ago, 
and is to be expected annually, as the price of progress. 
Wages, salaries, provisions and materials are the important 
items in our expense account, and these are constantly 
advancing in price. Merely to hold our own will require 
every year additional outlay, but simply to noid our own 
while others are advancing is to drop behind in the race. | -: 
A considerable sum has been expended in the last <. 
two years upon our equipment and the interior of our buildings. 
The improvement resulting therefrom is evident to all. Much { 
in the same direction remains to be done. Moreover the 
swimming pool still awaits completion, and the athletic field 
is far from satisfactory. . But our €rying need at present 
is for improvement in the extermal appearance of our grounds 
and buildings. The porch to our main doorway is very 
insignificant and unatractive, and whenever this is remodeled 
the main hall should be reconstructed at the same time.

The Committee Having Charge of the Moses Brown School 
Present the Eighty-Seventh Annual Report. 


Our usual number of meetings have been held at the school with 
an average attendance of twenty. 

At each of these meetings we have received a report from the 
Principal, and also a report from sub-committees who have fre- 
quently visited the school. 

From these various reports we learn that the health of the school 
has been remarkably good. No serious sickness or epidemic. A 
genuine moral and religious life has been maintained. 

The system of discipline aims to develop a sense of personal re- 
sponsibility on the part of the pupil. 

Constant endeavor is made to inculcate by precept and practice 
the principle that after all the important thing in education is the 
forming of right habits, and building of Christian character. 

The faithfulness of the instructors and their devotion to their 
work has been most marked, and has resulted in a high scholastic 
standard. 

The policy of excluding undesirable applicants has been carefully 
maintained. 

The number of pupils in the school has gradually increased 
throughout the year, giving an enrollment at the present time of 
one hundred and eighty. 

Nearly every one of the one hundred and eighty are on the regu- 
lar course. This makes it much easier to organize the classes and 
arrange the work of the term. 

The graduating class this year will be fifteen; twelve girls and 
three boys. 

A number of much needed improvements and special repairs have 
been made during the year. These include the addition of toilet 
facilities, chiefly in the east wing. 
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The renovating of the entire west and north wings, a steel ceil- 
ing in the boys’ school room and in two of the class rooms, arrang- 
ing the electric lighting in boys’ school room, considerable new fur- 
niture and reslating the roof of the west wing. 

It is very gratifying to the Committee that the cost of these im- 
provements was covered by the surplus from the operations of the 
school for the previous year. 

In reviewing the condition of the school in these various respects, 
while we have reason to be thankful for the results shown, we must 
bear in mind that this improvement can be maintained and perma- 
nent prosperity secured only through increased expenditures. 

In successful educational institutions there is no such thing as 
standing still. The school still lacks much of the completeness 
which characterizes the modern school of the best type, and while 
we may not wish to vie with our competitors in unnecessary luxu- 
ries, yet in essentials we cannot afford to fall behind if we hope to 
secure the patronage upon which our very existence depends.

_ Wm.H.C¢ Temple, civil engineer, was afterwards consulted on 
7 the subject. He presented plans and estimates for grading 
the upper and lower parts of the field separately on two 
levels with a terrace 4 or 5 ft. high between the two fields. 

As this plan seems undesirable from every point of 
view and also quite expensive, the engineer advises to delay 
the grading until sufficient filling can be obtained from 
out side sources to bring the lower field up to nearly the 
same level as the upper. By waiting for favorable opportun- 
ities such filling material can be obtained at relatively 
little cost. The Committee approve this latter plan. 

The reconstruction of drives in connection with the 
propsesed gateway on Lloyd Ave. was approved to be carried 
out whenever the gate is completed.

The Upper School opened on 9t..mo. 19th. and the. 
Lower School on 10th mO. 3rd. It is a great satisfacti 
to present this my firet report of tire year without an 


apology for smallness of numbers. There are at present 4 
ewrolled in both schools 187 pupils, of whom 104 are boarders 
and 83 day scholars. This enrolment is larger by 20 than 
at the opening last year. It is an encouraging testimony to 
the character of the school that this increase is largest from 
Providence and vicinity where the school is best known, and 


where its merits are carefully scrutinized. It is gratiiying 
also that the increase is in the lower classes and with 
younger pupils. With some notable exceptions it is usually 


the case that older applicants have not made a satisfactory 
record in an earlier school, and are therefore not desirable 
“candidates for mdmission. A considerable number of such 
‘applicants have been rejected this year, and it is clear that 
great care must be exegecised in this sBespect,. 

A scholarship of $175. made vacant by the withdrawal 
of Charles £.Carpenter of Anthony, R.I. has been awarded to 
Ruth M.Jones of South China, Me. in accordance with the 
direction of the Committee. 

Whe number of minor improvements and repairs have 
been carried out during the summer, as indicated by the 
separate report upon this subject.

Report of Moses Brown School Committee. 


The Committee having charge of the Moses Brown School present 
the eighty-eighth annual report. 

Early in the school year we were called to pay the last sad rites to 
our friend and associate, Olney T. Meader. He had been a member 
of our Committee since 1888. In common with the church in general 
we feel a distinct loss. The loss is especially heavy to this committee 
where his faithful attendance, his lively interest in all that concerned 


the efficiency of the school, his sound judgment, based upon a clear, 
cool, comprehensive understanding of matters in hand, have been of 
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great value in reaching conclusions. Personally he had endeared him- 
self to us all by his even temperament, his uniform courtesy and his 
unfailing gentleness of disposition. His faithful service, unobtrusively 
rendered, like the silent forces of nature was best known by its re- 
sults. ‘ 

The enrollment for the year has reached 204, with an average of 
187. Several have dropped out on account of poor health, and others 
have been unable to carry on their studies successfully. The natural 
consequence of these changes is clearly seen in the improvement in the 
work and character of the school which we believe to be of an unusu- 
ally high order. Six of our last year’s graduates entered college. 
Reports from them indicate that they were well prepared 

As there has been much sickness in Providence the past winter, it is 
with gratitude we report that the general health of the school during 
the year has been excellent. 

The religious interest of the school has been well maintained. We 
learn from the officers and pupils as well as from members of the com- 
mittee visiting the school, that the services of Thomas J. Battey in con- 
nection with the meeting have been very helpful and much appreciated. 
The First Day evening meetings conducted by the boys’ and girls’ 
Christian Organizations have been addressed a number of times by 
earnest speakers from outside the school. Mid-week prayer meetings 
and classes for Bible study are also carried on by these organizations. 
A group has been formed, principally of members of the school who 
are Friends, for the purpose of studying the history and principles of 
the Society. Meetings in which teachers and pupils join are held once 
a month at which papers are read and discussed. It is believed that 
this effort will result in increased interest on the part of pupils and 
will help to make them more enthusiastic and efficient members of the 
Society which they represent. 

More than ordinary attention has been given to the care of grounds 
and buildings. The latter have been kept in good repair as regards 
painting, masonry and carpenter work. In addition to these ordinary 
repairs considerable new work has been done. Twenty rooms on the 
boys’ side have been papered and the girls’ parlor has been repaired 
and painted. The running track has been widened and considerable 
grading done on the athletic field. A few trees have been planted and, 
in connection with the new gateway, walks and drives have been con- 
structed. 

The school has received the largest donation in recent years, a fine 
new gateway, located by the committee at the foot of the old avenue 
at its entrance from Lloyd Avenue. This gateway has been erected in 
loving memory of Theodate Lang Bailey, a pupil at this school from 
1844 to 1852, by her husband, Joshua L. Bailey, and her five sons. 
The gateway is set back from the street and consists of a center por- 
tion fifteen feet wide for a driveway, and smaller gates on either side 
for foot paths. The design is simple and artistic. The pillars are of 
red pressed brick with granite base and cap stones. The center pillars 
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are surmounted by iron frame’ globes for electric lights. The gates 
themselves are of plain wrought iron bars, relieved at the top by scroll 
work and spear points. On the east side is a stone tablet with an 
appropriate inscription. 

The new gate was formally opened Sixth Month 14th with apropriate 
exercises. Charles Winter Bailey, the youngest of the five sons, in be- 
half of himself and brothers, in fitting words presented it to the cor- 
poration. Charles Sisson, a member of the School Committee, accepted 
it for the school, saying, ‘““We accept with grateful appreciation this 
beautiful and substantial structure erected in memory of Theodate 
Lang Bailey. The Society holding these grounds may well join with 
the officers and students of this school, past, present and future, in the 
expression of profound gratitude to the five sons whose filial devotion 
has moved them to establish this timely and appropriate memorial.” 

In connection with this gateway it is proposed to build an iron fence 
on Lloyd Avenue and invite the classes that have graduated from the 
school to assume the cost of the sections of this fence. The class of 
1906 claim the honor and privilege of erecting the first section. 

A very happy event transpired at the school Fifth Month 7th. The 
surviving members of the class of 1881 presented to the school on that 
day a fine portrait of Augustine Jones, as a tribute of love to their old 
principal. The portrait was painted by the Quaker artist, Percy Big- 
land of London. The artist was very successful in his work, and has 
produced with rare artistic insight and touch, a life-like portrait. On 
the occasion of the presentation many words were spoken of hearty 
appreciation for the service and inspiration of the man who gave him- 
self unstintedly to the school from 1879 to 1904. 

The following communication was received from the representatives 
of the University School on our Executive Board: 

To the Committee of Moses Brown School. 

Friends :—We, the representatives of the University School on the 
Executive Committee of the Moses Brown School, are unanimously of 
the opinion that there can be no further advantage either to ourselves 
cr to the University School in a continuance of the agreement now in 
force between the two schools. We therefore respectfully advise you 
to terminate the agreement, and to advise the corporation of the Uni- 
versity School that you have taken such action. With such action on 
your part, our services as members of your Executive Committee will 
cease; but we beg to assure you of the committee of our good will and 
of our kindly interest in your success.

: It is with conGiderable satisfaction that I 
present herewith my final report ror the current year. 

Both intellectually and morally the standard of 
the school has been well maintained, while in point of 
numbers our enrollment has now reached 190, ten more than 
the number reported a year ago. This preadual and healthy 


erowth is most encouraging, and gives evidence that the 
work of the school satisfies the cridical judgment of our 
patrons. ; : 

Fortunately we shall not find it necessary to make 
many changes this year in our teaching staff. Beulah 
Evelyn Thurber, teacher of the primary grades in the Lower 
School, will resign at the end of this year, as will also 
J.Surton Rix, who has held the position of Physical Director. 

The two-fold difficulty of finding and securing 
thoroughly satisfactory teachers is constantly increasing. 
This is particularly noticable with men. {t appears that 
ov, 6 limited number of well qualified students are entering the 

profession of teaching. Again the seneral increase in 
salaries and &he added attraction of pensions in man) schools 
are facts to be reckoned with. Evidently a greater out- 
lay for salaries will necessarily be demanded. 

The memorial gateway is nearing completion. fin 
connection with this the new drive has been laid out and the 
contract for building this, and renewing tue old portion 
about the circle, has been given out.
